priations this afternoon, Mr. Burns, ol
Missouri, suffered a alight paralytic
stroke, affecting hit left aide. He ia
conacioua and resting easily.
At 10:46 o'clock the condition of Mr.

llurues bad grown rapidly worse and it
was feared that the end might come in a

very abort time. It la considered almost
impossible that he can survive twenty-
four hours.
At 12:4U Mr. Burns passed quietly

and peacefully awav. lie was uncon¬
scious from 7 o'clock until his death.
Ilia son, D, D. Burns, and his brother,
Fielding Burns, were at Ills bedside
when he died, as were slso Cougress-
men McCreary, of Kentucky; Dockery,
of Miaaourl; bsllinner.of New Hamp¬
shire ; Henderson, ol Iowa, and Barry,
of Mississippi; Colonel Morrison, ol
Illinois; Pr. sowers, bis physician, and
one or two others.
Nelson Burns, of St. Joseph, Mo., was

born In Indiana in 1832. His father was
a native of Culpepper county, Virginia,
and emigrated to Indiana and thence to
Missouri, where he was ouo of the
prisoners in wbat was known as the
Platte district. This was bis third suc¬
cessive term in Congress, having been
first elected to the Forty-sixth Con¬
gress. He was considered a man
of ability by his fellow members und
served on important committees. Dur¬
ing Mr. liandall's absence he frequently
acted as chslrman of the Committee on

Appropriations. Mr. Burnea was a man
of lame wealth, and it is estimated that
the family who bold their property
in common are worth from one to
two million dollars, largely in¬
vested in banking institutions. He
lcavea a wife and two sons aud seven
adopted children of a deceased brother.
The House to-morrow will adjourn im¬
mediately after assembling in respect
to the memory of the deceased. No ar¬
rangement have yet been mqde for the
funeral but they will probably bo under
the general direction of a Joint Con¬
gressional committee.

It provides that the two
Houses of Congress shall assemble in
the hall of the House of Representatives
an Wednesday, the thirteenth day of
February, 1SSU, at 1 o'clock In tbe after¬
noon, pursuaut to tho requirement of
the constitution and laws relating to the
olcctlou of President and Vice President
of tbe United States, and the President
of the Senate shall be the presiding ofll-
rer; that two persons be sppointed tellers
an the part of tbe Senste and two on tho
part of tlj9 IJqiiso of Representatives tq
make a list of the voto as shall be de¬
clared that tho result shall be ilelivered
to tho President of tho Senate, who shall
announce tho state of tbo vote and tbo
persons elected to the two bouses assem¬
bled as aforesaid, which shall be deemed
a declaration of the poraonseleeted Pres¬
ident and Vice President of the United
States, and together with a list of tho
votes be entered on the Journals of tho
two houses.
